Students, their culture was instilled by their parents. 

Dana Dillon-Townes explained the respect she had for her 
ancestry, “Coming from an interracial family, my mom and dad have 
always believed that it is important to have an understanding of your 
heritage. This includes knowing about both my European and African 
roots. To reinforce this, my family has attended Irish-American 
festivals in addition to visiting the African History Exhibits in 
Washington D.C.” 

The ability to carry out traditions separate from typical American 
customs required strength and faith in one’s culture. As a student in 
public school, Mike Fendrich stood out as a devout follower of the 
Jewish faith. He reserved the orthodox practices 
of wearing a yamulke, or small cap representing 
humility, eating only Kosher food, and being 
familiar with the Hebrew language. Mike 
described his dedication, “For me, being Jewish is 
not a religion, but a part of who | am. It is what | 
believe in and have never doubted. | would 
never change my belief and intend to pass on my 
religion to my children.” 

It could be difficult for a person to maintain 
his culture in an extremely diverse society, but a 
supportive family could help one sustain 
traditions and principles. Ben Elefante com- 
mented, “| have always been taught that family and education are 
valued above all other duties. Filipinos place an emphasis on the 
family unit rather than the individual. These views are as much 
ingrained in me as pride for my country. | am fortunate for having the 
opportunity to return to the Philippines and experience the culture 
first-hand.” 

Returning to one’s native land could also prove to be enlightening. 
Linda Dubiel recalled her first visit to Japan, “It is a wonderful country, 
despite being so crowded. | found the whole culture fascinating.”

This phrase was heard often 
throughout the foreign language hall, especially from the first year classes, where students were being 
introduced to the language. Foreign language classes, offered in Spanish, French, German, Latin, and 
Japanese, allowed students to prepare for a career in business or international relations, learn the cultures 
of ancestors, communicate with relatives in other countries, and hold secret conversations with friends 
without others understanding. With the growing influence of business, technology, and other international 
affairs, foreign language had become more important than ever.

Besides 
the information gained in these courses, some of the classes offered students part-time jobs to get their start 
in a business career. 

Semester courses were offered which served as quick introductions to specific business skills. Students 
who signed up for a semester of keyboarding, not knowing a thing about typing, usually left the class with 
a typing ability of at least sixty words per minute.

Baek carne catseniereiasicacse 2s enese tieseie tep0iee Se.cree es 
echnology rapidly became an essential tool in the classroom. From computer 


science to English class, teachers introduced their students to computers, the Internet, and 
graphing calculators. 

Teachers felt these tools could help enforce the concepts taught in lessons. Mrs. Jean 
Stevens frequently used the aid of graphing calculators in her math classes. She stated, 
“Being able to see a graph is a real aid to a lot of students because seeing is believing. 
Using a graphing calculator makes what happens seem more real. They allow students to 
not feel bogged down but achieve higher learning.” 

Mrs. Susan Moore used a physics computer program to visually demonstrate and 
reinforce concepts learned in the classroom. Mrs. Moore had a second objective as well; she 
wanted to expose her students to computers so they would feel comfortable with 
technology. “It’s crucial. Every student in school should be able to use computers and 
calculators. Other school systems incorporate the use of computers. If we don’t use them 
also our students will fall behind,” she said. 

With the introduction of the Internet into the school, teachers had a new source of 
information. Mr. Robert George allowed his engineering drawing students to access the 
Internet to obtain information on engineering. One of his students, Donnie Mayer, 
commented, “We are going to need computers with future jobs. It is good to learn now so 
we will already know how to use them.” 

With the advance of technology in the world, teachers kept up by using this advance to 
benefit themselves and their students. —Betsy Brinker

or the last nine years the famous Monarch motto, “Excellence in Academics, 
Athletics, and Activities,” echoed through the halls, but the man who stressed it has 
permanently left the building. Not a stranger to the Newport News Public School System, 
Dr. John Kilpatrick, who served as principal in the city for eighteen years, decided it was 
time to retire. 

Originally from North Carolina, Dr. Kilpatrick first came to Virginia to pursue his masters 
degree at the College of William and Mary in Williamsburg. After working for a short period 
in two other school districts, he was recruited by the superintendent of Newport News. His 
first job was at Newport News High School. Then he served as principal at Newport News 
Intermediate, Huntington, Ferguson, and finally Menchville. 

“When | first arrived in July of 1988, Menchville already had an achieving reputation. 
There was a lot that had already been established. | tried to take what was in place and 


nthusiastic about

to build upon it by emphasizing excellence in academics, activities, and athletics,” said 


Kilpatrick, affectionally known as “Killer.” 

In looking at the motto, Dr. Kilpatrick first surveyed the entire professional staff. He 
asked them for their perceptions of what they felt the school did well and what it needed to 
do. Three objectives derived from the survey: improvement of student achievement, school 
environment, and the number of student dropouts,

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Dr. Kilpatrick and his staff soon distributed posters and book covers, with the school’s 






motto and objectives, to all the teachers and faculty. 
The school continued to undergo changes in its learning and organizational styles, too. | 
Block scheduling was one of the school’s biggest changes under Dr. Kilpatrick. “This topic ; 
was a great concern to everyone. The staff studied a variety of organizational patterns to 
block scheduling. Many of the teachers visited other school systems with the same 
scheduling and saw how much it enhanced the curriculum.” 
The role of principal was demanding. Dr. Kilpatrick usually put in a ten to fourteen hour 
work day, starting at 6 AM. “In a semester the principal can be involved in eighty kinds of — 
activities after school, and most people are not aware of this,” said Kilpatrick. For Dr. | 
Kilpatrick, his longest day lasted twenty-two hours when he was called out of bed at 
midnight due to an unexpected fire at the school. 
At one time two Kilpatricks roamed the halls. Lezlie Kilpatrick attended Menchville 





while her father was principal. Her father said, “At the beginning of Lezlie’s freshman year, | 
she was approached in a hostile way, but then the students got to know her, and all the 

problems stopped. She was determined to be an individual student, and | was determined | 
to have an objective relationship with her. She was just one of the regulars.” | 

When asked about his future plans, Kilpatrick said he would neither write a book nor 
teach at the college level. Instead, he wants to travel to Europe and possibly the West Coast 
of the United States. He also plans to expand his family owned business in which he helps - 
run a pig farm in the South. 

After dedicating his life to improving the education of the younger generation, Dr. 
Kilpatrick left memories behind him. “I have enjoyed every dimension to my job, but the 
most enjoyable aspect has been overseeing and being a part of a program that makes a 
contribution to society. | believe we have put Menchville on the cutting edge for the 21st — 
century.” 

When asked what he would miss the most, he replied, “The relationships with people | 
have worked with for a long time, a large part of it being the students. There is something 


about walking into a school full of students and feeling energized with enthusiasm. For me
